corporation is "the filthiest indus- 
trial cesspool of labor relations in 
America." 
The steel union leader made his 
charge in testimony before 
the 
senate civil liberties committee in- 
vestigating the "little steel" strike 
of 1937. 
Murray charged that the Repub- 
lic, previously mentioned in testi- 
mony as having'aided in financing 
the activities of citizens organiza- 
tions opposing 
C.I.O. 
activities, 
dominated 
groups fighting the 
S.W.O.C. 
"The Republic Steel corpora- 
tion," Murray charged, "created, 
maintained, 
dominated and 
fi- 
nanced 
every 
known kind of 
agency that could be created to 
prevent the organization of steel 
workers into unions. 
"I know of no single corporation 
in the united States that has re- 
sorted to the use of more repre- 
hensible tactics against unioniza- 
tion." 
Murray testified that the C.I.O. 
contributed about Jl,500,000 to fi- 
nance the organizing 
campaign, 
launched in June, 1936. 
Its objective, he testified, was 
peaceful organization of the work- 
ers into "independent, legitimate 
unions." 
"We are not interested in pro- 
moting strikes," Murray read from 
a statement he issued at the time 
the S.W.O.C. was formed. 
James A. Reinhardt told the in- 
vestigators earlier that steel offi- 
Vlala were not invited to partici- 
Jpate in » labor stabilization cam- 
paign carried on thru newspaper 
advertising: In Canton, O., in 1936. 
Reinhardt, viee^president, of the 
Canton Development corporation, 
Aaid 18 civic organizations spon- 
sored a series of advertisements 
prepared by the MacDonald-Cook 
advertising agency of South Bend, 
Ind.The committee Heard testimony 
that similar advertisements, car- 
g ried in other large Ohio cities in 
' the "little steel" area, had been fi- 
\nanced largely by contributions 


from steel companies. 


NEW BALLOT TITLE 


. SUITS PROPONENTS 


Attorney Says Will Be No 


Appeal From Work of 


Broady, Polk. 


Proponents of the slot machine 
proposal, thru George R. Mann, 
their attorney, let it be known Fri- 
day that they are completely satis- 
fied with the ballot title as pre- 
pared by District Judges Broady 
and Polk, and will make no appeal. 
Mr. Mann, as counsel for the Old 
Age Assistance and Public Welfare 
association, went into court Thurs- 
day in search of a mandamus to 
require the attorney general to 
change the title he had prepared 
and to adopt a title which propon- 
ents suggested. 
After 
a 
Thursday afternoon 
hearing, the two judges ignored 
both the Hunter title and the Mann 
title, and prepared one of their 
own. 
Counsel for the association 
claimed the Hunter language was 


l^jsisleading and prejudicial to the 
J'^cause." Mr. Mann voiced his sat- 
isfaction Friday as follows 
"The association is perfectly sat- 


isfied with the ballot title to the 
initiative measure amending the 
constitution, sponsored by them, as 
phrased by District Judges Broady 
and Polk. We were given every- 
thing we asked for in this man- 
damus suit against the attorney 
general. There will be no appeal. 
For the courage and fidelity to 
duty displayed by Judges Broady 
and Polk in deciding this case the 
7,156 signers of the initiative pe- 
tition in Lancaster county as well 
as the 83,252 signers of said peti- 
tion thruout the state, are deeply 
grateful. The issue on the consti- 
tutional amendment to be voted on 
by the legal voters at the general 
election on Nov. 8, 1938 is now 
fairly and sufficiently stated and 
it is now assured that the ques- 
tion will be decided by the people 
of the state of Nebraska voting 
intelligently on the proposal."

Anderson, local beer tavern oper- 
ator, filed suit in district court 
here asking treble damages from 
State Director Sandall of the Ne- 
braska Brewers and Beer Distribu- 
tors association, and seven other 
defendants, charging conspiracy in 
natraint of trade, flia suiX alleges 
that the defendants conspired-to 
prevent distributor* from aelling 
beer to his tavern because he cut 
prices. He seeks $7,315 damages. 
The damage suit names Sandall, 
Earl Anatine, Arthur Ohlund and 
John Mllldyke. local tavern oper- 
ators who form the 
Kearney 
"good conduct" committee; 
Rudy 
Keister, 
Nash-Finch 
company, 
John E. Keenan and the Brown 
Fruit company, beer distributors 
In this area. 
Anderson 
began 
selling one 
brand of beer for 5 cents a glass 
or 10 cents a bottle in April, the 
petition says, and he contends this 
price is not in violation of the fair 
trade act, as Anderson has been 
"making a fair profit." 


Can't Buy Beer. 


The suit states that the local 
"good conduct" committee came to 
his tavern and asked that he raise 
prices to conform with those of 
other dealers here, and when he 
refused they "induced and per- 
suaded" Sandall and the distribu- 
tors "to enter into a. conspiracy 
against the plaintiff . . . by not 
selling any beer to the plaintiff." 
Sandall, the suit said, issued a 
statement to the press at L'ncoln 
asking for investigation of An- 
derson's tavern here, and asking 
the state liquor commission to re- 
voke Anderson's license. 
He claims his income from the 
sale of five brands of beer which

COURT DECIDES 
TITLE ON SLOT 
MACHINE BALLOT 


Eliminates Some Features 


Objected to in Mandamus 


Against Hunter. 


District Judges Broady and Polk 


issued their own title Friday to 
the initiative petition proposing: an 
amendment to the state constitu- 
tion to license slot machines, and 
ordered State Secretary Swanson 
to cause it to be printed on the 
official ballot for the general elec- 
tion in November. 
The judges saw fit to leave the 
designation 
"slot machines" in 
their title, altho it was objected 
to by George R. Mann, attorney 
for Twila White, who brought the 
mandamus suit to change the title 
drawn by the attorney general's 
office to one submitted by Atty. 
Maim for his client. The judges' 
title also has the clause "to license 
and to regulate the operator of 
slot machines and other coin op- 
erated devices and machines of 
chance." Atty. Mann objected to 
the use of the phrase "slot ma- 
chines and similar gambling de- 
vices" used in the title -proposed 
by the attorney general. 
The title the judges ordered 
placed upon the ballot at the gen- 
eral election reads as follows: 


BALLOT TITLE. 


"A proposal to amend section 


24, article 3 of the constitution 
of Nebraska authorizing the leg- 
islature, by law, to license and 
to regulate the operation of «Iot 
machines and other coin oper- 
ated devices' and machines of 
chance, exempting merchandise 
and service vending machine*;

from license fees shall go into 
the state assistance fund, tne

flying boat, Normeer, alighted on 
the water at this trans-Atlantic 
airport at 8:42 a. m. (e.s.t.) after 
a non-stop flight of 2,307 miles 
across the Atlantic from 
the 
Azores in 17 hours, 42 minutes. 
It had been tossed into the air 
at a speed of about 110 miles an 
hour at 3 p. m. Thursday by its 
mother ship, the Schwabenland, 
at Horta, the Azores. The Normeer 
averaged 133 miles per hour. 
Normcer's trana-Atlantic flight be- 
gan Just eight 
minutes 
before 
Great Britain's seaplane Mercury 
arrived here after another Trans- 
Atlantic flight. 
The huge German plane, pow- 
ered with four oil burning Dieael 
engines, passed over the Mercury 
as she came in to her landing. 
Aboard Normeer -were 
Capt. 
Joachim von Blankenburg, veteran 
trans-Atlantic flier. Co-pilot Otto 
Brix, Radioman Wllhelm Kuep- 
pers, and Flight Engineer Alfred 
Eger. 
Capt. Von Blankenburg dis- 
closed that he had held his power- 
ful ship under 600 feet all the way 
across, dropping down for long 
stretches to only 150 feet. 
The 
low altitude, he said, was made 
necessary to avoid the full blasts 
of strong head winds. 
Regarding the assertion Thurs- 
day of Capt. Donald C. T. Bennett 
of the Mercury, that the British 
method of launching a seaplane 
was the most satisafctory, the 
German flier said: "I am not 
acquainted with the British sys- 
tem and therefore I can make no 
comparisons."

after the cabinet met to consider 
the situation. 


Japan considers she has the 


right to act as protector of Man- 
chukuo, the spokesman declared. 


He said Russia apparently has 
challenged Japan in occupying a 
hill near Changkufeng in the 
Vladivostok region, which Japan 
claims is Manchukuan territory. 
Russia must assume complete re- 
sponsibility for what may happen, 
the spokesman said, adding: "The 
soviet has thrown another stone 
in the relations between the two 
countries at this Juncture when 
relations are delicate." 
Japan is naturally in a position 
to take the necessary steps be- 
cause she is responsible for the 
defense of Manchukuo, the spokes- 
man said. 
Reiterating that the hill is in 
Manchukuan territory, he cited 
the fact that regular Manchu re- 
ligious ceremonies are held there 
every June and September. 


Want* Return to Statu Quo. 
Japan, he said, demands soviet 
withdrawal f r o m Changkufeng 
and a return to the border status 
[uo. 
The spokesman asserted the 
apanese protest offers a reason- 
able proposal for restoration of 
the status quo and therefore the 
soviet responsibility is grave be- 
cause Maxim Litvinov, foreign 
commissar, refused to listen to the 
Japanese proposal.

Me has stated 
that he is not a candidate for 
any office. Yet the great puzzle 
for the local political soothsayers 
Is whether or not Tom Dewey will 
accept the republican nomination 
for governor. 


The president and his advisers, 
Postmaster 
General James 
A. 
Farley, and most other leading 
democrats have been convinced 
for months that Dewey would run. 
Many eminent republicans (most 
of whom would not be averse to 
making the gubernatorial race 
themselves 
are 
equally positive 
that Dewey can't run. "He's been 
elected to do a big job, and he's 
got to do It," they tell you. 
As for Dewey himself, he seems 
to be handling his political future 
in the same cold, efficiently cal- 
culating 
way 
that 
he handles 
rackets prosecutions. It is learned 
authoritatively that, in the last 
weeks, he has told close friends 
that he will run If he has better 
than an even chance. In practical 
terms, that means he will run if 
the democratic candidate ia any- 
one but Senator Robert F. Wagner 
or Gov. Herbert H. Lehman, and 
if his prosecution of James J. 
Hlnes proves successful. 


The Big Shot. 


It is a strange conjunction of 
•vents, Indeed, which may make 
the republican presidential nomina- 
tion in 1940 depend on the convic- 
tion 
of 
the new deal's official 
patronage dispenser in the largest 
city in the country as the political 
protector of 
the Dutch Schultz 
policy racket. Yet that is about 
the size of the situation. 
For years. New Yorkers, from 
church 
elders to barflies, have 


been saying that Jimmy Hines 
was doing precisely what he is 
now under indictment for doing. 
Nevertheless, this powerful Tam- 
many district leader has been the 
new deal's political spearhead In 
New York on several occasions. In 
the repeated efforts to capture 
the Tammany organization, Hines 
has ahvays been the cbief ally.

Besides the great if 
of the 
H i n e s prosecution, there are 
plenty of other ifs in the situation 
The problem of the democratic 
candidate, for example, is press- 
ing. Dewey does not want to run 
If Lehman or Wagner is to be his 
opponent. Lehman has 
already 
ruled himself out, announcing for 
the senate place of the late Royal 
S. Copeland. Wagner has 
said 
repeatedly that he would not take 
the governor's job on a silver plat- 
ter, but Jim Farley still hopes to 
make him change his mind. 


Another big if is the attitude of 
Mayor Fiorello H. La Guardia. 
The excitable, shrewd little mayor 
has a huge personal following In 
New York, and he is the best cam- 
paigner in the state. Publicly, he 
is on good terms with Dewey, but, 
all the same, he dislikes Dewey 
only a little less than he dislikes 
Governor Lehman. His gratuitous 
statement, withdrawing his own 
name from consideration for a 
senate place, was clearly designed 
to keep Dewey out of the gover- 
norship. 
A n d he is already 
searching for some way to oppose 
Dewey. 
Bruce Barton, who is making a 
name for himself aa a republican 
with some sense, has frankly ad- 
mitted that he would like to run 
for the senate if Dewey runs for 
the governorship. 
Such a ticket 
would be the strongest 
the re- 
publicans could name. 


Yet,

If of all is Dewey himself. Thus 
far, he has made his name only as 
a public prosecutor. He is known 
to be ambitious, cool headed, with- 
out much warmth of personality.

Trend Is Measured. 


The number of voters who think 
Roosevelt will seek re-election has 
increased appreciably during the 
last year. An institute survey in 
April, 1937, found only 28 percent 
saying they thought 
Roosevelt 
would be a candidate in 1940, as 
compared to 36 percent today— 
an 8 point increase. This rise came 
despite an announcement from the 
president that his ambition was to 
turn his desk at the white house 
ovei to a successor in 1941. 


Sentiment May Change. 


While many voters 
think 
he 
might run again, previous institute 
surveys have found the majority 
consistently opposed to a Roose- 
velt third term. Even democrats 
have been against it. This senti- 
ment 
is, however, subject 
to 
change. If the public learned that 
he definitely wanted to run and if 
he appeared to be the only man in 
the party with sufficient 
popu- 
larity to win, sentiment might 
easily veer around to the point of 
favoring his re-nommation.

TELLS EVOLUTION 


ADULT EDUCATION 


Dean 
Henilik 
Cites 
Me.w 


Attitude! in the Fait 


Quarter Century. 


Delegates attending the WPA 
educational conference on the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska campus Fri- 
day heard Dean Henilik of teach- 
ers college describe the evolution 
of the present day conception of 
adult education. 
Said the dean: 
"Twenty-five years ago we did 
not know that adults could really 
learn; IS years ago adult educa- 
tion waa thought of in connection 
with people who never had the 
opportunity to acquire an educa- 
tion; ten years ago it was thought 
of in terms of vocational educa* 
tion; but now, adult education is 
considered that portion of all the 
impulses toward self improvement 
and social betterment which ma- 
ture individuals undertake." 


He pointed out that unless adult 
education Is thought of in terms 
of self improvement, no progress 
can be made in this field. 
Dean 


Henzlik divided the American peo- 
ple into three classes: (1) those 
who were compelled to neglect 
their schooling in their younger 
years; (2) those who have en- 
joyed some education, but, who 
have never discovered how to 
think; and (3) individuals who 
have enjoyed college training, in- 
cluding those who have not learned 
anything and those who have, but 
who desire to continue their learn- 
ing. 


"All these groups present dif- 
ferent problems which are a chal- 
lenge to any program of adult ed- 
ucation," the dean said. 
"If the 
seat of learning cannot become 
life, then life will pass by the 
classroom, and power will become 
disassociated with intelligence and 
will attach itself to violence, poli- 
tics and propaganda." The dean 
warned against the danger of be- 
coming discouraged over the first 
failures that might result from ad- 
ministering such a program, and 
advised safeguarding against adult 
education programs becoming reg- 
imented.

Kramer Offers Way Out of 


Power Tangle. 


COLUMBUS, Neb. (^P). Colum- 


bus city councilmen 
have before 
them a proposal to obtain a mu- 
nicipal electric plant by construc- 
tion of a competitive distribution 
system thru a PWA 
loan 
and 
grant. 
General Manager Kramer of the 
Loup River public power district, 
outlined the possibility in a letter 
to the council. He termed 
the 


scheme a way out of legal diffi- 
culties which have prevented the 
city from acquiring its own sys- 
tem. 


The city received ft $400.000 
PWA nllocation several 
months 
ago, but no use has been made of 
it, pending settlement of litigation 
hy which the Northwestern Publft 
Service 
company opposed 
mu- 


nicipal power activities. The city 
won a district court suit, which 
has not yet been appealed. 
Kra mer offered the alternative 
plan in case Nebraska's three big 
public power districts fall in their 
attempts to purchase the North- 
western utility and other private 
power facilities in the state. 
Councilmen took no action, but 
agreed informally they would not 
oppose such a PWA application 
by the Loup district, which already 
has 
received 
approximately 
16 
million dollars of PWA funds.

FOR EVERETT PARTY 


Leader of Expedition Con- 


fesses His Last Attempt 


a Failure.

RONGBUK BASE CAMP, Tibet. 


— (By Airmal via. London).—An- 
other attempt, the fifth, to climb 
Mount 
Everest has 
failed, and 
Leigh-Mallary's or rather his com- 
panion Bullock's dictum that the 
chances against an assault party 
in any one season are 50 to 1 be- 
gins to appear dismally true. Mem- 
bers of the present expedition can 
give adequate 
reasons for their 
failure, and 
readers 
of thla dis- 
patch may draw their conclusions, 
but, before I left England, a can- 
did friend warned me whatever 
happened not to blame the weather. 
My party left Gangtok on March 
4. Heavy snow in the vicinity of 
Tanqu held us up for a week, but, 
thanks to the interest taken in the 
expedition by his highness the 
maharaja of Sikkim and his offi- 
cials, we were able to cross the 
pass Serpo La, dividing Sikkim 
from Tibet, on March 17. On the 
Tibetan side of the pass, the 
weather was what 
I imagined 
would be typical during the march 
thru that country at that time of 
the year; we had a furious wind 
and lowering clouds; but there- 
after, to our surprise, we experi- 
enced fine, sunny days and suffi- 
ciently warm if" not genial local 
weather. 
Rongtauk, 16 miles north of Ev- 
erest, was reached April 6, but, 
altho the climate had been less rig- 
orous than we had a right to ex- 
pect, dust or the dryness of the air 
had already given Capt. P. R. Oli- 
ver a severe cold, while Dr. C. B. 
M. Warren became his own first 
patient with a dose of flu. E. E. 
Shipton, too, was unwell. 
After a traditional visit to the 
abbot at Rongbuk monastery, a 
move was made to the old base 
camp near the estuary of Rongbuk 
glacier, and on April 10 our 45 
sherpas arrived 
from 
Sola and 
Khombu by way of Nangpa pass, 
giving us, with our Darjeeling men, 
d total of 60 porters. Of these we 
retained for permanent use 31; the 
other 29 were dismissed with a 
gratuity. 
On April 13, parties began re- 
laying up the glacier in order to 
establish and equip thp chain of 
camps. With the reduced strength 
in porters, thin meant three car- 
riers to each camp, but we were a 
fortnight ahead of previous expe- 
ditions, and the 
coldness of the 
weather assured us there was no 
need for haste. Night tempera- 
tures of minus 2 deg. Fahr. 
At 
Camp 1 and minus 14 rleg. Fahr. 
Au Camp II were registered. 


On June 5, with 10 porters, we 
made the route up to the Col from 
that side. But the route was not 
up to expectations and the earlier 
judgments of the 1921 and 1935 
reconnaissances, which condemned 
It, must be upheld. In order to 
reach the slopes we crossed the de- 
bris of an avalanckgnof undreamt 
of dimensions. oJWne dangerous 
east side, 500 feet up, there was nn 
ice traverse unfair for laden por- 
ters. 
The remaining 1,000 feet 
were very steep. The snow waa 
safe only before the 
sun had 
touched it. 


This year, there was seemingly 
no lull between the winter winds 
and the first heavy snowfall. Last 
year we were told that the situa- 
tion was exceptionally favorable; 
in 1935 we saw for ourselves that 
the mountain was dim able to the 
end of June. What is wanted, there- 
fore. Is a succession of attempts. 
An expedition 
smaller probably 


than the present one should, in my 
opinion, conip out to the Hima- 
layas every May. A favorable sea- 
son will occur soonor or Intor, and 
I bclicvfi that we have mountain- 
eers capable of taking advantage 
of It.

JAPAN'S SUICIDE WAVE 


OF WAR WIDOWS FADES 


First Hailed as Act of Wifely 


Devotion, But Losing 


Popularity. 


TOKYO. 
(Correspondence 
of 
AP). Japanese 
newspapers 
no 
longer emblazon the story of the 
faithful wife who commits suicide 
when Informed that her soldier- 
husband has been killed in China. 
They don't even print it. The rea- 
son is that too many women, fol- 
lowed the original example. 
It 
occurred 
late 
last 
year, 
shortly after the war 
started. 


Called to the front, a Capt. Shlm- 
ada wrote hia will and added a 
message to his wife teltng her to 
follow him if he lost his life. One 
day, site learned he had 
been 


killed in action. 
She dressed in her wedding ki- 
mono, and went to Ataml, Japan's 
"Niagara Falls," where they had 
spent their honeymoon. There she 
wrote a note explaining that, altho 
she loved life, she was bound to 
obey her lord. She dranK poison 
and died. The detailed accounts 
filled columns In every paper. Ed- 
itorialists eulogized the 
faithful 


wife. Japanese orators, whatever 
the subject of the speech, never 
failed to refer to the case. The 
woman instantly entered the hier- 
archy of heroines. 


As A piece of war publicity, de- 
signed to fan patriotic sentiment, 
It was successful. But it back- 
fired. 
Hardly ft week later an- 
other woman bid for eternal glory 
in the same manner. Then there 
was another and another. The suf-' 
clde psychosis, fanned by winds 
of war-time emotion spread like 
wild-fire in dry grass. 


Thereupon, government authori- 
ties began to be a little anxious. 
Scores of children, already father- 
less, were becoming orphans, A 
genuine social and economic prob- 
lem was raised. Too many fam- 
ilies, with extra mouths .to feed, 
were suffering. 
So gradually the 


faithful wife suicide' story com- 
manded less and lesa attention. 
Today, the Japanese widow is 


glorified because she doesn't fol- 
low her husband to the next world, 
but carries on, alone, in this one.

He has had narrow es- 
capes while engaged in other du- 
ties and pleasures, but those make 
up another story, which the press 
is now bringing to the public in 
instalments. 


The other morning Gov. Earle 


left Harrisburg for a morning 
jaunt jn the skies, for a commun- 
ion with the clouds. The clouds 
were there all right. He hadn't 
gone far when he ran into A rain 
storm and fog and weather so 
murky that the ground .couldn't be 
•een. Like Corrigan he started for 
one place and arrived at another, 
but unlike Corrigan he didn't come 
down at an airport. He landed on 
the campus ol a Philadelphia, col- 
lege.

He wa» 
flying homing pigeon 
like,.

source of some concern-, but we 
haven't heard so much about Ne- 
braska's flying governor and his 
air trips since Secy. Doyle left the 
state aeronautic commission's cm- 
ploy and the state machine was 
grounded. In fact we don't hear 
as much about the commission as 
we once did.

WASHINGTON.—B e h i n d the 
scenes in the so-called "anti- 
monopoly" investigation there's an 
interesting drama being unfolded. 
The little group of new tones in 
the administration who have got 
a bia; congressional appropriation 
with which to torture or help 
American business—depending on 
which technique happens to be 
sued—are doing a" lot of preparing 
for the big circus which they in- 
tend to stage starting next Sep- 
tember. 


With tongue* in their cheeks, 
the new tories say they plan to 
"co-operate" with American busi- 
ness. And with sharpened stilettos, 
the new tories are beginning to 
plan the assassination of repu- 
tations built up by 
American 


business enterprises. 
What one hears, therefore, here- 


about* seems incredible. A series 
of protestations from the new 
tories that they do not intend to 
do any "witch-burning" has been 
issued and business men are sup- 
posed to feel reassured. 


Either the ntw tories are in- 
dulging in a bit of premature 
exultation 
about the headlines 
they are hoping to get, or. some of 
the zealous ones ar* ultimately 
going to be curbed by the sena- 
tors on the committee. But, thus 
far, 
the impression is given that 
the senators are mere puppets to 
be dangled about by the tories in 
the executive agencies in the gov- 
ernment. For the conversation in 
these precincts would seem to in- 
dicate that the executive agencies 
are planning to run the show and 
do it in line with some of the 
well-known hobbies of President 
Roosevelt as expressed in his pub- 
lic addresses. 


Thus, according to one reliable 


report, the antt-monopoly com- 
mittee is getting ready to put 
some of the industrialists on the 
stand to find out why they re- 
duced their working force last 
spring when their own reserves of 
capital were big enough to pay 
wages to workers for goods they 
were not manufacturing. 
That 
sort of an inquiry can fit in nicely 
with the attempts of the new 
tories to sabotage the economic 
system by seeking to bolster up 
the soap-box contention that the 
depression was a myth created by 
a few industrialists, who, it is 
supposed, vengefully shut up their 
plants rather than make a profit* 


This sort of demagoguery will 
quickly discredit the anti-monop- 
oly committee and relegate it to 
the plane of the lobby committee 
and other new deal, inquisitions 
which were timed to fit in with an 
election campaign. Some of the 
preparations for the investigation 
one hears about have their amus- 
ing side. 
Every day, some new 


rumor is given currency as to this 
or that 
industry. 
Experts are 


being hired right and left to help 
the industrialists 
present their 


case. Lawyers are busy and econ- 
omists are working overtime—all 
on the assumption that- the probe 
is to be a serious study ol the 
American economic system. 


The politicians who know the 


way the wind blows are smiling. 
Big business is in for a walloping 
in' time for the November elec- 
tions. The majority of the com- 
mittee is controlled by the admin- 
istration. 
Hence, the "w i t,c h- 
burning" will start in due season, 
and, once it starts, there's no stop- 
Jmg, because one sensation will 
eget another. And, w h e n it 
comes to putting big names on the 
stand and asking questions about 
employment and unemployment, 
the new tories here have a line of 
inquiry which is bound to attract 
nationwide attention. 


It still is protested, of course, in 


administration circles that this is 
an "objective" inquiry and that 
all the members want to do is to 
get at the facts, but the lumors as 
to what the investigators who are 
about to prowl aiound in the files 
of tho big companies are to look 
for are rather significant of the 
real color and purpose of the 
probe. 
x 
It is disappointing to find this 
political 
atmosphere 
enveloping 
the new inquiry, especially when 
such a constructive puipose could 
really be served by the woik. 
When it was first announced that 
such a study would be made, this 
correspondent felt it wpuld be a 
useful thing and would tend to 
break down unlawful monopoly 
and combinations. But it appears 
now, 
unfortunately, that the first 


round will be to get "the eco- 
nomic royalists," and while busi- 
ness has no choice but to "co- 
operate," it is well to note that the 
headline hunters are beginning to 
lick their chops and that business 
men arc to be the victims again 
of a group attack here fay those 
left-wingers who possibly would 
prefer to break down capitalism 
so that fascism may become the

Years ago a good many well- 


meaning but not well informed 
doctors would not recommend the 
diathermy 
method, 
and Indeed 


many throat specialists who had 
not yet learned the difficult tech- 
nique of the modern method actu- 
ally condemned 
it is 
"incom- 
plete," 
"unsatisfactory," 
"too 
slow or even "dangerous.1.1 A few 
of the more excitable ones broke 
into print and published in medical 
journals rather childish diatribes 
expressing all sorts of theoretical 
objections to the new method and 
betraying wide ignorance o'f it. 


But all this is history now. Tou 
will have to search a long while 
to find a. doctor of any standing 
or a throat specialist of any stand- 
ing who condemns the diathermy 
method. It ia now in universal use 
and it is the only method by which 
the resourceful physician may deal 
effectively with infected tonsils in 
patients who, by reason of some 
complicating handicap such as 
heart trouble, are bad risks for 
general anesthesia or a major op- 
eration.

\vhenerysipelas (er-Is-ip'el-as) was 
considered a very serious disease 
in persons of all ages. The infec- 
tion starts v, ith a red, Inflamed 
spot on the skin. The redness 
(Spreads rapidly until a large area 
!of the skin is affected. 
The part 


of body infected begins to swell; 
tin addition, there Is favor and pros- 
tration. In recwit years ways have 
been discovered to check the spread 
'of infection. 


Erysipelas is produced by the 


piemolytlc streptococcus 
(hcm-o- 


jllt'k strep-to-kok'us) germ. 
This 


ils the same type of germ that 
causes scarlet fever. 


Erysipelas in infants is n very 


serious disease, but it ia not so dan- 
igeious in older children and adults. 
'Erysipelas is usually fatal in n*\v- 
'born infants, while in children more 
ithan' three years old,-it is fatal in 
less than one out of 16 cases, 
*

You can see how important it is, 


ito do everything possible to keep 
'erysipelas from occurring in new- 
born infants. 


Various 
methods of 
treating 


erysipelas In infants have been sug- 
gested. 
Dr. R. J. McDonald, of 


(Denver, Colo., has treated a num- 
iber of cases by giving injections 
jof convalescent scarlet fever serum 


I (this is blood serum taken from an 


'Individual who had rewrtr** frtfm 
scarlet fever). 


Seven 
patients 
treated 
with 


scarlet fever convalescent «rum 
recovered from the disease. 


Dr. P. M. Schunk, of Sheridan, 


Wye., thinks that one of the best 
methods of treating eryslpela* la 
the use of ultra-violet light. Dur- 
'ing the last three years he has 
treated 32 cases by this method. 
The' ages of the patients varied 
from one to 71 years. No treat- 
ment other than ultra-violet light 
was used for any of these patient*. 
Improvement in 27 of the patients 
Ibegan in 24 hours after the first 
[treatment. The other five began to 
improve after the second or third 
treatment. In from one to 10 dayi, 
each of the five, with the exception 
of the 71-year-old patient who de- 
veloped some abscesses deep in the 
tissues, had recovered completely. 
None of the patients died. 


Bear in mind how important It ia 


to keep Infants, particularly, from 
developing this disorder. The two 
things which are most important 
In th's respect are first, to keep 
anyone with infections from con- 
tact with the infant, and secondly, 
to take proper care of the ikin.

the pennant," Wrigley said. If he 
stays long enough I guess they'll 
be hollering for his scalp the way 
they yelled for Grimm's.
